First Year's Operations Show Satis­ 
factory 
Returnc— More 
Planta­ 
tions to Be Purchased. 
San Antonio, Texas, Sept. I. 
Last 
year the State of Texas embarked in 
the sugar business on a large stab , 
and the results of the first year’s op­ 
erations show a most encouraging re- 
turn upon the investment ami justify 
the wisdom 
the undertaking. 
Un­ 
usually hea v y crops were realized on 
the various plantations, amt the re­ 
port of W. IL Gill. chairman of the 
State Penitentiary Board, shows thai 
the income so derived will go tai > ' 
ward* Wiping out the debt tncurr 
la the purchase of 
t h e s e properties. 
The State purchased 14.436 acres of 
sugar land, consisting of the Chemin 
go plantation with 7,762 
acres, 
the 
Ellis plantation of 5,674 acres, and 
the Riddick place with I,"OO acres. An 
option was held on the big ( mini og­ 
ham place of 13,000 acres, but because 
of a disagreement in price this deal 
fell through. 
These plantations were worked by 
convict labor and have been so skill­ 
fully conducted as to prove an unqual­ 
ified success. 
It is probable that the 
p» nitentiary hoard will be in the mar­ 
ket this winter for more sugar land. 
as this use of the convicts seems to 
occasion less friction and yield better 
profits. 
Texas has, however, a num­ 
ber of independent sugar plantations. 
and all of them are realizing great 
profits. At the present rate of growth 
of this industry, in a few years the 
sugar trust will have to reckon with 
Texas for control of the markets.
